1. Gregory M. Jenks, Kingston NY: Mr. Jenks is President and Chief Operating Officer of 

Numrich Gun Parts Corp. who explained most false alarms are the result of the county’s aging 

infrastructure and not anything that businesses do or don’t do.  Mr. Jenks expressed security is 

not a luxury but a requirement for his firm.  He said it’s unreasonable to penalize businesses 

when most alarms are caused by high winds or other weather events that knock out power to 

buildings and causing alarms to go off.  Mr. Jenks also feels it would increase the cost of 

insurance premiums.

1. Burt Samuelson, UC Planning Dept.: Mr. Samuelson provided a brief overview of the work 

done for the U.C. Housing Rehabilitation and Disaster Relief Program funded by a Community 

Development Block Grant.  $615K in rehabilitation and related work was completed.  Twenty-

five households across the county had work done, five more than what was proposed.  Fifty-

seven people in total, eleven of whom are elderly participated in the program.   The Town of 

Saugerties had the most households participate in the program, and Towns of Marlborough, 

Olive, Shawangunk, Wawarsing and Woodstock each had two.  Ellenville, Towns of New 

Paltz, Hurley, Kingston, Rosendale, Esopus and Shadaken each had one.   

 

 

2. Kathy Germain, VP of Housing Services for RUPCO: Ms. Germain made a request for 

Legislative and County support for an application to the NYS (CDBG) to assist low and 

moderate income first time homebuyers.  RUPCO, partnering with Ulster County will submit 

and administer a $750K request to assist first time home buyers with closing costs, down 

payments and post-closing rehabilitations.  The application due date is Friday, September 25
th

.

“fail” two or three times before he would become eligible for inpatient care.  Ryan and the 

Kelder family experienced many of the same obstacles as the Carter Berardi family mentioned 

earlier in the evening.
